Getting off to perhaps one of 
the slowest starts in many years,

both houses nearly 2,000 bills of 
significant interest to the people 
of the State of California.

Waldie (D), Contra Costa 
County, and Assembly Bill 595 
by Rumford (D), Berkeley, and

others. AB 327 and 595 would)

which is of considerable concern

| man Waldie’s bill provides, “... .| 


|of operation and maintenance of 
the districts rapid transit facili- 
ties shall be levied only upon 
property situated within the spe- 
cial transit service district.” It 
says also that property in the 
portion of the district outside of 


sit service district shall remain 
taxable for other district pur- 
poses. More specifically, it ex- 
cludes from the provisions of tax- 
ation that portion of Contra 
Costa County which is excluded |

| served by the rapid transit facili- 
ties. 

Under the present provisions of 
the San Francisco Bay Area | 
Rapid Transit District law, that | 
area which is not serviced at the 
present time, although which is 
included within the scope of the 
act is taxable, this has raised a} 
question in the mind of Mr. Wal. | 
|die as to whether these people) 
| should be paying the cost of some | 
| service which they would not re- | 
| ceive. According to Mr. Robert 
| Stokes’ of the Rapid Transit Dis- 
trict, should this bill become law, 
it would greatly affect the fi-| 
nancial features of the Rapid 
Transit District, and in all prob- 
ability would affect it to the de- 
gree that the proposed system 
could not be built with any de- 
gree of financial success. 

AB 595, by your correspondent, 
simply adds a section to the Pub- 
{lie Utilities Code affecting the| 
San Francisco Bay Area Rapid 
| Transit District and states, “The 
district may not construct a rap- 
id transit line through a city un- 
less by consent of the legislative 
body of such city as to the loca- 
tion thereof and upon such terms | 
as are mutually agreed upon be- | 
tween the board and such legis: | 
lative body.” Again, according to 
| the officials of the San Francisco 
Bay Area Rapid Transit District, 
|should this bill become law it 
| would greatly hamper, “the con: | 
struction of the Rapid Transit fa- 
cility.” It is my firm belief that 
the citizens shou'd have the right 
in the municipality to determine 
the route of any proposed district, 
or any other major construction 
which greatly affects the charac- 
ter of a particular city. In this 
case, Albany, which has com- 
plained to the officials about the 
route of the proposed project, 
would have the right under AB

However, despite advance notice 
of the 378 visits, 37 unreported 
men were found in the homes. As 
a result, the checks of four cases 
have been held up; investigations 
are continuing of the other 33 uns 
reported men; 

Persons and or, pinata op- 
posing this operation called it 
“raids,” “un-American.” “bed- 
checks,”. “night: calls,” ete. How- 
ever, the Board has stood firm 
against. the pressure to rescind 
this action. 

As to the basic objection that 
these’ are “raids,” and “an inva- 
sion of civil rights,” for the rec- 
ord, all but seven workers vol- 
unteered for the project. They 
were instructed; to courtesously 
ask permission to enter the home 
for inspection. (In eight instanc- 
es, they were refused admission.) 

The Governor's Welfare Study 
Commission recommends the use 
of “unscheduled visits’ as a 
means of preventing and detect- 
ing frauds. Even the Federal De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare is embarking on a 
national review to determine the 
percentage of persons receiving 


aid to which they are not entitled.

Any recipient on the 
program is expected to provide 
a fit home for the children, use 
money for the intended purpose, 
and report the presence of all 
persons in the home. 

The Board of Supervisors ex- 
pects to see that every needy per- 
son’ or ‘child. receives the! full 
amount of assistance and care to 
which they are legally entitled. 
We. are equally determined to see 
that every “chiseler” is removed 
from the rolls. 

It has been the policy for the 
Board of Supervisors of this 
county to place emphasis on pro: 
grams that will help rehabilitate 
the parents of these children. An 
examinations of the several pro- 
grams initiated by this Board 
substantie this premise. In the 
particular instance, it is our judg- 
ment that it is far better to have 
such visits conducted by case 
workers rather than by law en- 
forcement officials from the of- 
fice of the District Attorney. 

The budget. for “welfare” as- 
sistance in Alameda County for 
this year is in excess of $44 mil- 
lion. In administering this pro- 
gram, we feel we have a responsi- 
bility to the taxpayer as well as 


the recipient to see that it is ad-, 


ministered fairly, and with the 
very minimum amount of fraud.

Red Cross Annual Dinner 
Introduces New Officers 


Dr. Robert G. Gordon, National 
Director of the Red Cross Office 
of Educational Relations spoke 
to a large audience gathered at
